“born  again,”  or  translated  from  darkneaa 
to  light.  Hut  such  is  not  the  case.  They 
are  prone  to  disappointment  as  sparks  are  to 
Hy  upward,  and  this  proneness  clearly  evin¬ 
ces  that  they  are  in  darkness,  and  in  a  stale 
of  igiiorance  wiih  respect  to  the  true  foun-. 
tain  of  life,  from  wliich  proceeds  every 
pleasing  emotion  of  rational  felicity.  Here, 
then,  we  Hud  man  without  the  light  of  the 
everlasting  Gospel,  immersed  in  darkness, 
with  hopes  resting  on  the  fleeting  thiiiKS  of 
time,  wliich  are  every  moment  exposed  to 
the  rude  winds  of  adversity.  Here  we  Hiid 
him  toiling  to  obtain  happiness  amid  ruin 
and  desolation,  with  nought  but  blasted 
hopes  to  stimulate  his  progress,  and  disap¬ 
pointed  expectations  to  encourage  his  ardu¬ 
ous  hilMirs.  Experience  has  taught  us  when 
wc  have  fully  attained  the  ntmust  of  our 
wishes,  that  tliere  yet  remained  another, 
equally  ns  great  a  desire,  to  lie  salisHed.  If 
earthly  things  were  capalile  of  satisfying  thu 
.soul  of  man.  it  is  no  more  than  reusoiiahia 
to  suppose  that  when  we  have  acquired 
more  than  we  know  how  to  enjoy,  that 
those  ilesires  to  grasp  would  ciTise.  But 
tlie  reverse  of  this  is  truth.  The  mure  a 
man  has  of  this  world's  goinls,  the  more  he 
wants.  A  competence  does  not  satisfy,  and 
more  than  this  is  detrimental  to  his  peace. 
What  then  must  be  done?  Temporal  Ihiiiga 
will  nut  meet  his  wants.  AVealth,  honor 
and  renown  may  excite  our  ambition,  but 
they  do  not  alleviate  our  disquietudes  or  sa- 
lisly  our  desires.  The  joys  arising  from  an 
ill-gruuiided  hope  are  transient  and  uncer¬ 
tain  ;  and  those  who  seek  for  uncorrupted 
felicity,  in  corruptible  things,  will  only  real¬ 
ize  their  cx|rectations  when  they  can  gather 
grapes  of  thorns  or  figs  of  thistles— >w  hen  a 
bitter  fountain  sends  forth  sweet  waters, 
and  the  order  of  the  universe  is  reversed.— 
Thus  it  is  with  those  whose  hopes  of  hap¬ 
piness  rest  solely  on  transitory  things.  The 
contaminating  influences  of  earthly  allure- 
iiu-iits  spread  a  moral  desolation  over  all 
the  finer  feelings  of  the  human  heart,  and 
seduce  the  mind  from  those  things  that  are 
incorruptible  to  the  perishable  materials  of 
timenml  sense.  A  moral  (lestilenee  preys 
upon  the  aflections,  and  an  increasing  de¬ 
sire  for  gain,  fame  or  honor,  prepares  the 
mind  liir  the  total  abandonment  of  honesty, 
sobriety  and  tnith,  and  the  perpetration  of 
the  most  infamous  nets  to  obtain  that  felici¬ 
ty  which  the  .soul  desires.  How  deplorable, 
how  vastly  unhappy  must  they  be  who  can 
ilclibenilcly  sacrifice  reason  and  humanity 
nt  the  shrine  of  ignorance  and  delusion,— 
How  forlorn  is  the  rondition  ttf  those  who 
are  so  far  alienated  from  God.  so  blind  to 
tlieir  best  interests,  let  experience  answer. 
Let  clwrity  admonish  us  to  have  oompaa- 
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•ion  on  those  who  are  out  of  the  way  of  life, 
and  tcarh  us  to  pity  rather  than  censure. 

But  3<»  it  is.  The  moral  world  appears 
in  a  truly  painful  lifflit.  Thousands  are 
living  with  nothing  but  a  sublunary  hopt>, 
and  consi«ler  that  nn  unconscious  sleep 
awaits  us  all  at  death,  whilst  fens  of  thou¬ 
sands  have  "  obtained  a  h<»pe,”  which  is  far 
more  miserable  than  the  f<»rmcr,  viz  :  that 
our  existence  will  be  perpetuated  for  no 
other  purpose  than  t»»  endure  pain  and  ex¬ 
perience  misery.  O  how  little  do  they  know 
the  value  of  that  "  water  of  which  whoso¬ 
ever  tirinketh  shall  never  thirst,  but  which 
shall  be  in  him  a  well  of  water,  springing 
up  info  everlasting  life’'!  They  lalM)r  not 
for  that  **  bread  which  cometh  down  from 
heaven  and  giveth  life  to  the  worlil,”  but  for 
that  meat  which  produces  misery,  despair 
and  death  ;  and  which,  when  obtained,  sat- 
isheth  not  the  soul  of  man.  How  long  this 
darkness  will  reign  over  the  mind,  time 
only  will  determine.  How  long  niankird 
will  wander  over  the  barren  deserts  of  un¬ 
belief,  feetling  upon  the  poisonous  doclritie 
of  eternal  death,  we  wait  to  know.  Tiie 
light  of  the  glorious  Gospel  has  already 
beamed  forth  on  the  hearts  of  ihousaiuls, 
and  the  luminous  rays  of  the  Sun  of  righte¬ 
ousness  have  c.»used  many  a  soul  t<j  rejince 
with  joy  unspeakable  and  full  of  glory. — 
Then  would  they  come  to  Christ  in  the 
broad  light  of  day,  though  a  world  raise 
the  cry  of  unpopularity  and  point  the  finger 
of  scorn,  yet  they  are  not  ushamed  to  eat 
with  publicans  and  sinners.  They  are  ntd 
influenced  by  tlutse  motives  which  prevent¬ 
ed  Nicodemus  from  coming  to  our  Lord, 
except  **  by  night since  they  are  ready  to 
testily,  at  all  times,  “that  the  Father  sent 
the  Son  to  be  the  Saviour  of  the  woild,” — 
No  haughty  pharisaicid  dis|M»si!toii  prevents 
that  fretsiom  of  conversation  on  the  things 
of  the  kingdom,  and  that  mihl,  atrectionate 
and  inoffensive  course  of  life  exhibied  in 
Him  who  lived  to  bless  and  died  to  redeem. 
Nicodemus  was  compelled  to  Iwlieve  that 
the  Great  Teacher  came  from  God,  when 
he  saw  the  miracles  Christ  wrought ;  yet 
he  was  unwilling  to  sacrifice  the  pride  of 
his  heart,  his  reputation,  his  popularity,  and 
his  ambitious  views  of  personal  aggrandize¬ 
ment,  become  a  meek  and  humble  follower 
of  the  lowly  Kedecmer,  and  openly  espouse 
the  cause  of  Christ.  This  is  evidence  that 
his  affections  were  placed  on  temporal 
things.  Would  to  Heaven  there  were  no 
•ucli  instances  in  the  present  day.  We 
should  not  then  hear  the  cowardly  plea  that, 
though  it  he  a  truth  that  “  all  shall  know 
the  Lord  from  the  least  to  the  greatest 

fet  it  is  better  to  hide  this  light  under  a 
ushel  and  come  to  our  Lord  by  night  than 
to  incur  the  displeasure  of  our  friends  and 
neighbors.  We  should  nut  then  see  the 
hypocrite  taking  shelter  under  the  popular 
doctrines  of  tlie  day  and  lending  his  sup¬ 
port  to  those  relicsof  Heathenism  that  have 
drenched  the  world  in  blimd,  and  spread 
confusion  and  horror  am„ng  societies,  towns 
and  villages,  destroying  the  peace  of  neigh¬ 
borhoods,  and  filling  the  domestic  circle 
with  contention  and  strife.  To  such  1 


would  say,  "  Except  a  man  be  born  again, 
(or  as  the  phrise  should  Lie  retnlercd  liorti 
Iroin  above,)  lie  cannot  see  the  kingdom  of 
(Jod.”  .^lo  person  can  enter  into  the  king¬ 
dom  mentioned  in  our  text,  till  the  light  of 
the  everlasting  Gospel  destroys  ihis  love  ol 
popularity  and  temporal  things,  farther  than 
temporal  neeessities  require,  and  implants 
in  our  hearts  those  Christian  gracois  of  cha¬ 
rity,  love  and  truth  that  will  enable  us  to 
triumph  over  an  inordinate  nmhition.  and 
meet  with  fortitude  the  contempt  and  the 
sneers  of  the  children  of  darkness,  sin  and 
unbelief.  Marvel  not  that  I  tell  you,  who 
are  advocates  for  the  eternal  reign  of  the 
adversary,  or  the  cold  and  unsatisfying  phi¬ 
losophy  that  man  tvill  die  to  live  no  more 
forever,  that  ye  most  be  born  ogain.  or  ye 
cannot  enter  into  the  glories  of  the  immor¬ 
tal  kingdom  by  faith,  enjoy  the  sweet  rellec- 
tion  of  a  Saviour's  love,  the  constant  ho|)e 
of  celestial  bliss,  nor  lH?hold  the  glories  of 
the  King  Eternal  with  wonder  and  delight. 
Unless  a  man  be  lioni  from  nlsn'e,  to  a 
knowledge  of  the  character  of  God  our  Fa¬ 
ther,  and  his  gooiliiess  towards  ns,  he  does 
not  feel  to  adore  him  as  the  "  Father  of  the 
spirits  of  all  tlesh,”  and  the  “  Giver  of  eve¬ 
ry  good  and  perfect  gilt.'*  Tiiey  <lo  not 
feel  that  confidence  in  God  that  will  sustain 
tlieir  tlrooping  spirits  when  “heart  and 
tlesh”  are  sibtiut  to  fail  them,  and  the  voice 
of  nature  has  called  one  of  their  kindred  to 
pass  tlietlark  valley  of  the  shadow  of  tleatli ; 
nor  can  they  bid  defiance  to  the  fears  ttl' 
ciissolntion.  tliruugh  faith  in  the  joys  of  a 
sinhss  world.  Our  alienation  is  provetl 
by  onr  wicked  works,  by  the  pride  of  our 
hearts,  Ity  our  love  of  popularity,  and  our 
n[>peal  to  the  /lifr/il  to  scri'en  us  from  the 
censure  of  the  self-righteous.  Igmtrance 
Iws  led  us  to  believe  the  greatest  errors,  and 
we  have  a'seribed  to  the  perfections  of  G«mI 
all  those  passions  common  among  mortal 
men.  Such  is  the  weakness  and  frailty  of 
men,  and  sucli  their  limited  capacity,  that 
they  have  not  known  the  Gtal  of  Israel,  who 
ruletli  among  the  arniias  of  heaven  and  the 
inhabitants  of  ttie  earth,  and  none  can  stay 
his  hand.  Tliey  have  adhered  to  their  eartli- 
ly  natures  nml  been  led  to  view  the  mani¬ 
festations  of  GihI's  unpurchased  goodness 
ns  tlie  effect  of  human  agency  or  tlie  natu¬ 
ral  product  of  man's  own  qhoicc.  The 
moral  world  has,  from  the  creation  of  man, 
been  groaning  under  darkness,  ignorance, 
superstition  and  bigotry.  They  have  not 
seen  the  beauty  and  excellency  of  the  Di¬ 
vine  character,  nor  retilized  the  enjoyments 
of  llic  Gospel  kingdom.  Tliey  view  G«hI 
as  a  being  wholly  unworthy  of  their  ado¬ 
ration,  and  look  up  to  him  with  all  that  sla¬ 
vish  fear  and  secret  horror  with  which  a 
helpless  child  would  approach  the  prt^ence 
of  nn  infuriated  monster.  So  far  as  the  chil¬ 
dren  of  men  are  ignorant  of  the  character 
of  God  and  his  promises,  so  far  is  it  neces¬ 
sary  for  them  to  be  led  liefore  they  can  taste 
the  sweets  of  rerleeming  love  and  enjoy  the 
boundless  provisions  of  Gospel  grace,  the 
rich  consolations  of  deathless  love,  and  the 
life-giving  hope  of  a  biassed  immortality 
beyond  tlm  grave. 


H.  I  shall  pass,  secondly,  to  ascertain 
our  Saviour's  meaning  ns  to  the  nature  of 
the  birth  mentioiieil  in  the  text. 

As  the  d<H-trine  of  immortality  was 
brought  to  light  by  Christ.  Iteing  unknown 
ti>  the  Jews  as  well  as  Pagans,  mt  it  was 
necessary  that  NitsHlenius  and  all  others 
shoulil  tie  born  to  a  knowledge  of  this  duc' 
trine  before  they  couhl  enter  into  tlie  Gos¬ 
pel  kingdom,  or  see  tlie  glories  of  the  im¬ 
mortal  state.  That  the  Jews  and  Pagans 
believeii  in  »  future  state  of  existence  will 
he  readily  ailmitted  ;  but  that  they  believed 
in  n  future  immortal  state  would  carry  the 
idea  that  Christ  was  not  the  one  who 
brought  this  doctrine  to  light.  Our  Sa¬ 
viour,  to  prove  that  he  was  the  Son  of  Gud. 
the  faithful  and  tiue  witness,  wrought  mi¬ 
racles  of  raising  the  dead,  castinz  out  devils 
and  curing  all  manner  of  diseases.  To  be 
born  again  could  mean  nothing  less  than 
conring  forth  to  a  knowleilge.  or  a  belief, 
ill  the  doctrine  of  life  and  immortality, 
through  the  medium  of  the  Saviour  of  the 
world.  The  nature  of  Ihis  birth  is  no  less 
than  to  realize  that  "God  is  love,”  that 
with  him  there  is  no  variableness  nor  sha¬ 
dow  of  turning,  that  the  oliject  of  our  crea¬ 
tion  was  to  enjoy  immortality  and  eternal 
life,  and  that  the  greatest  possible giaxl  will 
1)6  the  final  result  of  all  those  ehastisements 
vve  receive  from  his  paternal  hand.  It  is 
confidently  believing  that  “  God  is  good, 
and  his  tender  mercies  are  over  nil  his 
works” — that  “he  worketh  in  ns  both  to  will 
and  to  do  of  his  own  good  pleasure,”  and 
that  his  pleasure  is  that  none  should  perish, 
but  that  all  shall  remember  and  “  turn  un¬ 
to  the  Lord,  who  will  have  merry,  and  to 
our  God,  who  will  abundantly  pardon.”  If 
is  coming  to  a  knowledge  of  Gmi,  as  mani¬ 
fested  in  Christ  Jesus,  whose  whole  life 
was  eharaeterized  with  meekness,  humili¬ 
ty  and  love,  and  whose  exhortation  was  to 
return  goiKi  fur  evil,  and  to  love  our  ene¬ 
mies.  It  is  this  conviction  of  his  good¬ 
ness  and  lliis  prospect  of  a  blissful  immor¬ 
tality.  in  which  we  shall  meet  all  the  objects 
of  our  aflection,  that  leads  us  to  repentance 
and  melts  our  hearts  into  contrition  and 
love.  It  is  this  exhibition  of  the  Father’s 
love  that  enables  us  to  put  our  trust  in  him, 
and  removes  our  afiiH'liuns  from  the  sublu¬ 
nary  things  of  time  to  an  unbounded  source 
of  true  and  rational  enjoyment.  It  is  this 
exhibition  of  the  true  character  of  Gud,  as 
illustrated  in  his  word  and  in  the  open  vu- 
Itime  of  nature,  that  converts  the  unconvert¬ 
ed  to  the  truth,  and  lays  a  lasting  founda¬ 
tion  on  which  we  may  build  onr  hopes  of 
happiness  and  confirm  our  faith  in  the  sal¬ 
vation  of  nil  men.  As  we  advance  in  tho 
knowledge  of  this  truth,  we  discover  great¬ 
er  and  greater  beauties  in  the  Divine  cha¬ 
racter,  have  larger  and  mure  extensive 
views  of  his  benevolence,  till  at  length  the 
supreme  aflections  of  the  heart  are  captiva¬ 
ted,  our  hopes  elevated  and  our  souls  em¬ 
bosomed  in  the  depths  of  infinite  wisdom. 
Tlielove  of  God,  when  realized  in  the  heart, 
fills  the  soul  with  a  flame  of  secret  devo¬ 
tion.  Imnishes  all  fear,  suppresses  evei^  evil 
intention  and  enables  all  atnccre  bebevers

of  sins ;  who  is  the  iinage  of  the  invisible 
God,  the  first  born  of  every  cretilurc  :  for 
by  him  were  all  things  created  that  are  in 
heaven  and  that  are  in  earth,  visible  and 
invisible,  whether  they  be  thrones,  or  do¬ 
minions,  nr  principalities,  or  powers ;  all 
things  were  created  by  him  and  for  him  : 
and  lie  is  liefore  all  things  and  by  him  all 
things  consist.  .\nd  he  is  the  head  of  the 
body,  the  church  ;  who  is  the  beginning, 
the  first  born  from  the  dead,  that  in  all 
things  he  might  have  pre-eminence.  For 
it  pleased  the  Father  that  in  him  should 
all  fulness  dwell ;  and  having  made 
|H*nee  through  the  blood  of  his  cross,  by 
him  to  reconcile  all  things  unto  himself,  by 
him  1  say,  wlu-lher  they  be  things  in  earth 
or  things  in  heaven.”  1  ('or.  xv  ;  22 — 
“  For  as  in  Adam  all  die,  even  so  in  Christ 
shall  all  be  made  alive.”

Behold,  God  is 
great,  and  we  know  him  not ;  neither  cun 
the  numimr  ol'  his  years  l)e  seurclied  out. — 
For  he  inuketh  small  the  drops  of  water ; 
they  pour  down  rain  according  to  the  vn|)ur 
thereof,  which  the  clouds  do  drop  and  dis¬ 
til  upon  man  abundantly.  Also  can  any 
understand  the  spreadings  of  the  clouds,  or 
the  noise  of  his  tabernacle?  Behold  he 
spreadeth  his  light  upon  it  and  covereti.  the 
iMttoin  of  the  sea.  For  by  tliein  judgeth 
he  the  people;  he  giveih  meat  in  abun¬ 
dance.”  Job  xxxvi  :  24-31.  ••Arise,  O 
God,  judge  the  earth  fi)r  thou  shall  inherit 
all  nations.”  Ps.  Ixxxii :  8.  Now  if  God 
judges  the  people  when  he  gives  us  rain  and 
fruitful  seasons,  I  can  jt)in  with  the  Psalmist 
in  his  declaration,  and  prayer,  •‘The  Lord 
shall  judge  the  people  :  judge  me,  O  Lord, 
according  to  my  righteousness,  and  accord¬ 
ing  to  mine  integrity  that  is  in  me.” 

Reader,  suppose  we  now  fiause  for  a 
moment  and  compare  the  infinite  and  un¬ 
bounded  goodness,  love,  and  kindness  of 
Gu<l,  with  our  wandering  steps,  crooked 
paths,  and  vicious  practices ;  will  nut  his 
wonderful  giaidness  and  tender  mercy  to  all 
men,  fill  our  souls  with  an  awful  sense  of 
our  shortcoming  towards  the  children  of 
our  common  Father,  who  ••  Is  kind  unto  the 
unthankful  and  to  theevil”?  Lukevi:  35. 
Let  your  eye  run  over  the  universe,  and 
you  will  behold  ten  thousand  blessitigs  Mow¬ 
ing  from  the  bountiful  storehouse  of  Him 
who  says  to  us,  “For  as  the  heavens  are 
higher  than  the  earth, so  are  my  ways  liighcr 
than  your  w^s,  and  my  thoughts  than  your 
thoughts.  For  as  the  rain  cometh  down, 
and  the  snow  from  heaven,  and  returneth 
not  thither,  hut  waterelh  the  earth,  and 
maketh  it  to  britig  forth  and  bud,  that  it  may 
give  seed  to  the  sower,  and  bread  to  the 
eater  ;  so  shall  my  word  lie  that  goeth  forth 
out  of  my  mouth  ;  it  shall  not  return  unto 
me  void ;  but  it  shall  accomplish  that  which 
1  please,  and  it  shall  prosp  om  the  thing 
whereto  I  sent  it.”  Isa.  Iv  :  9-11. 

Yea,  reader,  we  have  come  short  of  being 
kind  unto  the  unthankful  and  to  theevil. — 
For  we  have  been  foolish,  disobedient,  de¬ 
ceived,  serving  divers  lusts  and  pleasures, 
living  in  malice  and  envy,  hateful,  and  ha¬ 
ting  one  another.  See  Titus  iii:  3.  God 
judges  us  when  he  gives  us  children,  and 
preserves  their  lives,  and  permits  them  to 
coma  around  his  bountiful  blessings,  to 
satisfy  and  supply  their  wants.  See  Gen. 
XXX  :  6.  God  is  gmid  to  us  and  to  our 
children.  And  God’s  goodness  and  tender 
mercy,  to  them,  as  well  as  to  all  men,  will 
ever  judge  and  reprove  us  and  them,  when 
we  come  short  of  fidlowing  him  ns  dear  chil¬ 
dren.  Reader,  please  compare,  Isa.  lix  : 
7-1,5,  with  Isa.  Iv  :  9,  and  then  ask  your- 
•clf  if  tlie  melting  account  of  our  Father’s 
Voice  ( Isa.  Iv  :  7,)  does  not  judge  our  evil 


thoughts  and  wicked  ways.  When  we  be¬ 
hold  the  sun  which  rises  in  the  Cast  and 
shines  to  the  West,  to  the  North  and  to  the 
South,  we  have  an  evi«lence  that  God  is 
good  to  theevil  as  well  ns  t<i  the  gmxl. — 
Thus,  day  unto  day  utters  speech,  and  the 
question  comes  home  to  us  like  seven  fold 
peals  of  thunder,  have  we  been  ns  failliful 
and  ns  kind  to  all  our  fellow-men — ns  tiur 
heavenly  Father?  If  not,  then  we  are  weigh¬ 
ed  in  the  balance  and  found  wanting.

NOKTllEUN  ASSOCIATION. 

The  Northern  Association  ofUniversal- 
ists  convened  at  St.  Albans,  Vt.,  on  the 
first  Wednesday  in  Octoln'r  iilt.  Revs.  J. 
E.  Palmer  was  chosen  Moderator,  and  K. 
Haven,  Clerk.  Letters  were  granted  to 
Messrs.  Joseph  Buker  and  Nathaniel  Ew¬ 
er,  and  <*rdinntion  was  conferred  on  Messrs. 
Z.  C.  Wood  and  C.  Hollister.  Two  reso¬ 
lutions  passed  in  reference  t<»  a  Universalist 
Convention  of  the  State  of  V'ermont. 

1st.  That  it  is  expedient  to  form  a  Con¬ 
vention  to  consist  of  all  the  Universalist 
ministers,  societies  and  delegates,*  located 
within  the  geographical  lamndaries  of  the 
Slate  of  Vermont;  together  with  the  mi¬ 
nisters,  societies  and  delegates  situated  in 
Lower  Canada,  that  now  enjoy  the  fellow¬ 
ship  of  the  Northern  Association,  and  may 
wish  to  iH’come  constituent  members  of  the 
aforesaid  Convention. 

2d.  That  all  the  ministering  brethren  re¬ 
siding  within  the  aforesaid  limits,  together 
with  one  delegate  from 'each  Universalist 
Society,  be  requested  to  meet  at  Barre, 
Vermont,  on  the  third  Wednesday  and 
Thursday  in  January,  1833,  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  adopting  measures  for  the  organi¬ 
zation  of  said  Convention — and  that  all 
societies  that  cannot  conveniently  send  de- 
leirates,  to  represent  them  in  said  body,  be 
requested  to  address  the  same  by  letter,  ex¬ 
pressing  their  views  upon  the  subject. 

After  the  transaction  of  the  usual  business 
of  the  Association,  it  adjourned  to  Stnn- 
stead,  L.  C.,  to  meet  on  the  first  Wednes¬ 
day  in  October,  1833.  The  regular  ser¬ 
mons  were  preached  by  the  following  gen¬ 
tlemen  :  J.  E.  Palmer,  J.  Ward,  K.  Ha¬ 
ven,  J.  Moore. 

••Ten  siH-ieties  were  received  into  the  fel¬ 
lowship  of  this  Association  ;  six  of  them 
lieing  located  in  the  North  part  of  this 
Slate,  and  four  in  Lower  Canada.  This, 
it  is  believed,  is  the  greatest  aceession  «d 
societies  to  the  Niwthern  Association  that 
has  lieen  had  at  any  one  session  since  its 
establishment.  These  societies  were  or¬ 
ganized  during  the  past  year,  and  are  but 
the  earnest  of  a  general  harvest,  ami  the 
licst  evidence  of  the  rapid  spreail  of  lilieral 
sentiments  in  those  sections  ofour  heritage. 
The  letters  from  the  four  societies  in  Low¬ 
er  Canada,  who  enjoy  the  lalxirs  of  Br.  J. 
Ward,  contained  the  moat  clieering  intelli¬ 
gence.  W’hen  they  were  organizeil,  a  lew 
months  since,  tliey  numliered  between  ten 
and  twenty  male  members  only.  Since  that 
lime  their  numbers  have  increased  fourfold. 
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Thus  the  North  is  rapidly  giving  up  a  be¬ 
lief  in  the  creeds  and  commandments  of 
men  ;  nnd  we  trust  that  the  South  will  not 
keep  back.” 

CONVENTION  IN  CONNECTICUT* 
The  Universabst  Convention  of  the  State 
of  Connecticut,  met  at  Berlin  on  tlie  .10th 
ult.  Hon.  N.  Darling  was  elected  Mode¬ 
rator,  and  Rev.  M.  H.  Smith,  Clerk.  A 
constitution  for  the  government  of  the  Con¬ 
vention,  reported  by  a  committee,  was 
adopted.  Rev.  C.  S[>ear  was  appointed 
to  deliver  the  first  sermon  at  the  next  ses¬ 
sion.  Rev.  J.  Boyilen  was  elected  Standing 
Clerk.  By  the  constitution,  each  society 
in  the  State  has  the  right  of  sending  two 
delegatt^  to  the  Convention,  which  is  to 
consist  of  these  delegates,  and  of  the  cler¬ 
gymen  of  the  denomination  residing  in  the 
State.  This  body  disclaims  totally  the  ju¬ 
risdiction  of  any  other  tribunal. 

Sermons  were  preached  at  this  session 
by  Revs.  G.  Noyes,  M.  H.  Smith,  C. 
Spear.  R.  Smith.  The  body  was  adjourn¬ 
ed  to  meet  in  Danbury,  Ct.,  the  second

TEST  OF  FELLOWSHIP. 

Agreeably  to  prumUe  I  proceed  to  notice  Br. 
Williamson’s  reply  on  this  subject.  Br.  La 
Fevre’s  witty  and  satirical  caricature  of  the 
various  objoction.s  has  created  too  hearty  a  laugh 
to  be  disturbed  by  my  plain  speech — I  leave  it 
fiir  others  to  answer,  if  deemed  worthy  of  a  re¬ 
ply.  I  fully  and  cordially  reciprocate  the  senti¬ 
ments  ofestcem  and  affection  expressed  towards 
me;  and,  as  I  mean  no  offence,  take  none-~ 
•'  He  that  plays  at  bowls  must  expect  to  meet 
riilibers."  I  trust,  also,  that  though  we  may 
misunderstand  each  otlier’s  bmguage,  we  mu¬ 
tually  and  rightly  appreciate  motires. 

1 .  “  Test  of  rello\v.sliip”  is  objected  to  as  an 
improper  plirase.  The  candidate  for  the  minis¬ 
try  applies  fur  tlufcllojeship  of  the  Association. 
He  is  received  nr  rejected  by  t/ie  tests  laid  down. 
These  requirements,  then,  certainly  become  a 
“  lest  of  fellow8hip”/or  ministers.  They  are 
admitted  to  be  such  in  Br.  W.’s  article,  where 
it  is  called  a  rule  fur  extending  fellowship — 
qualifications  for  felhiwship,  &c.  I  do  not  sup¬ 
pose  any  lyie  understood  me  to  mean  a  test  of 
fellowship  for  lay  members,  societies,  or  Asso¬ 
ciations,  but  fur  preachers,  and  fur  preachers 
only. 

2.  I  did  not  make  fersohal  cosrEsiEifCR, 
without  reference  to  the  good  of  tlie  cause,  a 
test  of  the  utility  of  the  resolutions  passed  by  the 
Hudson  River  Association — but  made  it  such, 
UAtha  reference  to  the  good  of  tlie  cause  which 
acknowledges  the  good  of  tlie  whole  to  consist 

I  in  the  good  of  its  part*.  I  stated  my  ease 
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•aiiM  it  may  b«  the  case  of  many  others,  and 
because  it  shows  the  inapplicability  nfarbitrary 
rules  in  measuring  minds  and  r|iiufilicutiuiis 
■nderthe  many  different  circumstances  which 
exist  around  us.  I  did  n<K  state  it  as  important 
to  the  cause,  in  my  person ;  but  as  important  in 
similar  circumstances  which  may  occur  willi 
etAsr  persons. 

.  3.  Studying  theology  fur  *'  the/uU  period  of 
aix  months,’*  under  a  clergyman,  Br.  W.  defines 
to  mean,  studying  oecationuUy,  during  six 
montlis,  merely  under  direction  given  by  letter 
from  a  man  whom  you  may  never  have  seen, 
and  who  knows  nothing  of  your  mental  wants, 
but  what  you  choose  to  tell  him — and  reporting 
progress  as  you  choose,  from  time  to  time.  His 
certificate  that  you  have  studied  and  are  qiiali' 
fied  to  enter  tlie  ministry,  also  only  means  a 
certificate  tliat  you  soy  you  have  read  the  hooks, 
end  that  you  s«y  you  are  qualified  I  'riiis  we 
consider  as  a  virtual  abandonment  of  the  test. 
Br.  W.  might  as  well  candidly  give  up  its  reali¬ 
ty,  as  thus  to  cling  to  its  mere  shadow  only’. 

But  suppose  a  candidate  were  to  apply  for 
fellowship  as  a  preacher,  who  was  well  read 
in  theology,  but  nut  under  a  clergyman — who 
wrote  and  sp<ike  correctly,  but  merely  from 
habit  and  exercise,  witlioul  being  able  to  tMplain 
the  prindpUt  of  language  and  rhetoric ;  who 
reasoned  clearly,  without  having  studied  logic, 
and  whose  moral  character  was  good — would 
they  still  apply  their  (then)  useless  test?  If 
not,  what  iKscumes  of  it  ?  Such  was  (I  have 
▼anity  to  believe  it)  my  case  in  relation  to  the¬ 
ology,  logic  and  rhetoric,  and  yet  1  cannot  lie- 
lieve  they  would  have  refused  to  admit  me, 
though  my  admission  would  have  beenn  case  of 
personal  eontenunct — for  to  read  over  again  all 
that  I  had  read,  and  to  study  logic  oad  rhetoric, 
would  have  required  more  “  leisure  time’’  than 
I  could  find  during  six  months. 

4.  The  remark  which  Br.  W.  regards  “as 
an  unjust  insinuation  against  the  motives  by 
which  tlie  council  was  actuated  in  passing  the 
resolution,’’  will  not  warrant  such  a  regard.  It 
is  nut,  as  it  was  not  meant  to  be,  “  an  uncharita¬ 
ble  tlirust’’ — nor  can  it  justly  “  be  viewed  us  a 
pretty  broad  insinuation  that  the  Universalist 
priests  composing  the  Hudson  River  Assoctia- 
tion,  passed  tliis  resolution  for  the  base  purpose 
of  making  a  gain  of  young  preachers.’’  Nor 
did  I  call  those  “priests,”  “an  ari.«tocracy  of 
learning  and  wealth.”  I  would  thank  Br.  W. 
to  road  and  quote  me  fairly.  Let  him  look 
again  at  my  language,  and  understand  the 
meaning  of  “  which  shall  tend  to  ensure” — 
“  which  will  tend  to  exclude” — “  it  may  not 
have  been  meant  for,  hut  it  certainly  may  be¬ 
come,  and  willbevieteed."  A  liberal  gentleman, 
not  a  Universalist,  did  point  out  the  article  to 
me  as  such  a  scheme — he  so  viewed  it — others 
will  ao  view  it.  Knowing  the  generosity  of 
many  (I  know  not  how  many)  of  our  minister¬ 
ing  brethren — that  they  do  not  charge  students 


for  instruction  and  the  use  of  books — I  defended  | 
it  then  against  the  charge.  But  this  resolution 
will  compel  students  to  submit  to  any  exercise 
of  the  power  which  it  gives  to  the  elder  clergy 
—power  may  be  abused  with  impunity— charges 
may  l)e  made,  which  would  not  otherwise  be 
made — and  I  would  therefore  rather  tliat  pow¬ 
er  were  not  given  so  unnecessarily. 

5.  In  relation  to  what  they  meant,  by  "  a  good  ^ 
examination  in  theprtiict//fesnf  the  English  lan¬ 
guage,”  Br.  \V.  has  either  abiindoned  the  posi¬ 
tion  in  part,  or  I  have  misunderstood  his  mean*  I 
ing.  He  says  it  had  no  relation  to  the  |>eculiari- 
ties  of  Blair,  Murray,  or  Cardcll — but  it  simply 
requires  a  candidate  “  to  pass  an  ex.miination 
in  the  principles  nf  the  English  langvage.”  If 
such,  merely,  (without  reference  to  any  system 
of  Grammar,  or  any  technicalities  by  which  the 
“  principles”  are  to  be  explained,)  be  “the 
required  examination,”  then  we  will  admit  that 
very  few  persons,  of  common  sense  and  capa¬ 
bility,  would  be  rejected  on  this  score.  Speak¬ 
ing  and  writing  correctly  being  principally  ac¬ 
quired  hy  the  examples  of  those  around  us, 
carried  into  habit  and  exercise,  very  few  of  our 
preachers  are  such  novices,  even  if  they  never 
studied  Grammar,  that  they  cannot  “  speak 
English,”  and  write  it,  (if  that  is  all  that  is 
wanted,)  os  correctly  as  persons  in  general. 

Here  let  me  add  an  explanation.  I  have  been 
understood,  by  at  least  one  person,  as  rejecting 
Grammar  as  useless,  or,  at  least  of  doubtful 
utility — and  as  opposing  this  requirement  with 
reference  to  single  young  men.  Both  are  mis¬ 
takes.  My  first  articles  had  special  reference 
to  persons  who  had  families  to  provide  for;  and, 
as  fiir  ns  Grammar  was  es|iecinlly  concerned,  to 
pers<}ns  who  were  too  much  advanced  in  years, 
or  encumbered  with  necessary  toils  and  cares  to 
attend  to  such  studies. 

I  consider  Grammar  useful — very  useful — 
and  still  more  satisfactory  than  useful — but  not 
absolutely  necessary  to  a  public  speaker.  I 
would  earnestly  recommend  the  study  of  it  to 
every  person  now  in,  or  intending  to  enter  the 
ministry,  if  they  have  not  yet  studied  it — but  I 
would  nut  exclude  any  one  from  the  ministry 
merely  because  he  was  not  a  Grammarian. — 
Hence,  ns  far  as  this  subject  is  concerned,  I  pre¬ 
fer  the  late  resolution  of  the  Niagara  Associa¬ 
tion;  though  even  that,  if  “rigidly  adhered 
to,”  would  exclude  from  fellowship  any  Ger¬ 
man  uidess  he  would  prepare  himself  to  preach 
his  “  mother  tongue”  by  first  learning  to  speak 
and  write  English  correctly. 

6.  Of  Login  and  Rhetoric,  as  requisites,  Br. 
\V.  says  nothing.  He  approves  of  them  as 
studies,  but  we  do  not  believe  he  would  tliink 
it  goo<i  to  rnfiise  fellowship  to  a  person  other¬ 
wise  well  qualified  as  a  minister,  and  who  was 
a  correct  reasoner  and  speaker,  even  if  he  had 
never  studied  these  sciences.  If  I  am  correct  in 
this  supposition,  then  these  two  tests  are  also 
virtually  abandoned. 


7.  As  to  a  moral  nr  doctrinal  essay,  Br.  W. 
thinks  “  a  man  who  cannot  read  an  essay  before 
his  brethren,  is  poorly  qualified,  in  point  sf 
confidence,  to  face  the  world  in  defence  of  a 
despised  and  persecuted  doctrine.”  Diffidenss 
on  being  placed  in  an  unusual  situation,  aad 
where  personal  success  is  the  prize,  is  not  a 
mark  of  cowardice.  A  young  preacher  may  be 
calm,  composed,  and  bold  befiire  a  crowded  au¬ 
ditory,  or  before  opposers  of  his  doctrine,  wbeo 
before  an  examining  council  of  six  or  eightclcr- 
gymen.the  situation  and  concomitant  circumstan¬ 
ces  would  overpower  his  mind.  Astotheirmo- 
tives  ill  requiring  the  delivery  of  the  essay,  I  do 
not  impugn  them — I  spoke  nf  the  requisition  is 
it  may  hereafler  be  used,  and  as  it  will  be,  and 

'  even  now  is  viewed  by  many. 

8.  As  to  who  should  make  the  requirement, 
ho  says — “  G.  thinks  the  people  ought  to  judgt 
nf  this  matter,  and  that  the  council  is  composed 
of  representatives  of  the  people,  and  yet  he  is 
much  dissatisfied  because  the  rxopi.x,  through 
their  representntives,  have  passed  •  resolu¬ 
tion  specifying  what  qualifications  should  he 
required  I”  So  says  Br.  W.,  but  so  said  not 
G.  I  think  the  people  have  not  passed  this  reso¬ 
lution.  All  done  by  tlie  representatives  of  tlia 
people,  is  not  done  by  the  people,  nor  for  tlioni, 
nor  <it  their  desire;  and  I  am  much  mistakini 
if  Br.  W.  dues  not  find  it  so  in  relation  to  tliii 
act.  Some  of  the  people  are  asking,  already, 
“  who  required  this  at  their  hands  1” 

Nor  is  a  vote  of  the  council  tlie  en/y  way  ii 
which  the  people  can  require  qualifications.— 
When  people  want  more  refined  and  literary 
teachers  than  our  preachers  generally  are,  they 
will  employ  such  in  preference  to  others;  and 
the  plain  and  unrefined  will  be  employed  by 
plain  and  unrefined  societies.  Preachers  will  ste 
and  be  obliged  to  conform  to  the  refined  tastes  of 
their  hearers,  or  seek  hearers  more  plain.  *11)01 
the  change  in  the  ministerial  character  will 
gradually  and  regularly  keep  pace  with  the  cbi- 
racter  of  the  people  ministered  to ;  and  it  will 
embrace  not  only  literary  and  theological  acquirs- 
nrents,  but  morality,  virtue,  talent,  aud  gciicrti 
intelligence,  also.  And  when  the  people  went 
preaching  in  Latin,  Greek  and  Hebrew,  they 
will  “pay  fiir  the  best,”  and  require  “the  best” 

I  admit  that  our  Associations  have  been  im¬ 
prudent  in  giving  letters  of  lellowsliip  toisi- 
moral,  imprudent  men — but  as  these  immoral 
and  imprudeiit  men  were  nut  always  incapable 
of  writing  a  moral  essay,  nor  ignorant  of  theolo¬ 
gy,  Grammar,  Logic,  and  Rhetoric — nor  even 
of  the  Latin  and  Greek  languages.  Philosophy, 
and  ecclesiastical  history  (ride  John  SamutI 
Thompson) — so  the  establishment  of  Mis  test 
will  not  prevent  “  the  blight  of  death  from  light¬ 
ing  on  our  cause  as  the  natural  consequence” 
nf  our  want  of  prudence — not  of  our  want  of 
literature. 

9.  Regarding  the  test  ae  an  arbitrary  rale 
which  instead  of  being  relaxed  waa  te  be,  M 
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IliM)  raiMd  eran  higher  (eee  Br.  W’e.  Circu* 
|ar).^a  one  of  the  ntNimiiintiona  for  which  we 
barealwayrcenMired  Partiiilisis— an  nii  entering 
wedge  to  requiring  a  clasaical  education,  |>er- 
h.ip<  l<»r  "  the  full  period  of  six”  year*,  iii'tend 
ofmunlha,  in  a  Theoh^ical  Seminary — and  aa 
tending  to  the  establishment  of  an  aristcK'racy 
of  wealth  and  learning  among  us  (at  the  expense 
of  driving  from  us  honest,  sensible,  zealous, 
worthy  and  talented  young  men,  who  are  too 
poor  to  educate  themselves  and  too  proud  to  be 
educated  by  a  begged  fund  of  widow’s  mites 
and  orphan’s  portions,)  I  havt  opposed  the 
measure,  and  ieiU  oppose  it.  But  if,  instead  of 
being  “  rigidly  adliered  to,”  it  is  relaxed  when* 
ever  circumstances  call  for  it — if  morality  and 
common  sense  are  to  he  regarded  above  show 
and  literary  requirements — if,  instead  of  being 
raised  higher,  (ns  the  Hudson  River  Associa¬ 
tion  Circular  declared,)  it  is  to  be  lowered  al¬ 
most  to  oblivion,  (as  Br.  W’s.  defence  does 
lower  tho  acquirements,)  my  opposition  is  at  an 
end — I  war  not  with  shadows,  hut  substances — 
1  Aiar  not  decreasing,  hut  increasing  evils. 

I  have  used  the  singular  number  in  this  arti¬ 
cle  for  the  sakn  of  plainness  of  speech  ;  also, 
because  Br.  Skinner  is  opposed  in  opinion  to 
me.  Should  any  thing  neto  offer,  I  may  com¬ 
ment  on  it — but  controversy  is  unpleasant  to 
me,  and  I  shall  nt>t  needlessly  enjfnge  in  it.
